T h e attacking force num­ 


bered from 10,000 to 20,000 natives 


and 10,000 Americans on shore and 


aboard the ileet.

the advantage' w as on the side ,of 


the attack. 


“ Ths .American field guns threw 


heavier metal and had longer range 


than the Spanish, the markmanship 


of the United States gunners was 


much superior to that of the S p a n ­ 


iards, and the men 
were stronger 


and in better condition. 


“ T h e Spaniards are a small race 


compared w i t ’ i 
their stalwart op­ 


ponents, and worn out by a hun­ 


dred days’ siege, and disappointed 


by the failure to arrive of the prom­ 


ised Spanish relief squadron, they 


had lost heart. 
It 
was a hopeless 


struggle. 


“ L a o k in g over 
the bay, it was 
curious to notice the foreign fleers 
arrange themselves 
according 
to 
their sympathies— the English and 
Japanese near the Americans and 
the Germans and French on 
the 
opposite side of the bay, north of 
the Pasig river. T h e British cruiser 
Immortalité and her consorts kept 
fairly near the Am erican line. 
“ T h e attacking squadron formed 
in line between M alate and O ld 
Manila, with the Concord w a tch ­ 
ing the fort at 
the mouth 
of the 
Pasig. 
T h e Am erican fleet layout- 
side the breakwater. 
“ T h e O lym p ia fired the first shot 
at 9140, 
and a fairly continuous 
but by no means furious cannonade 
was kept up until 11 :20. 
B y that 
time the Malate fort was silenced, 
and the 
Americans

stormed

Spaniards who were in the earth­ 
works tell me that the quick-firing 
guns of the little gunboat Rapido, 
which lay close to the shore, were 
far more terrible in their fire than 
was the raking fire of the larger 
shios.

“ Resistance to the Am erican at­ 
tack 
was impossible. 
T h e 
First 
Colorado regiment was the earliest 
to charge the Spaniards,who retired 
to the second line; but, soon out­ 
numbered, they 
were' forced into 
the old city. 
A part of Malate 
suffered severely from the bombard­ 
ment. 
T h e 
vaunted 
intra mures 
defenses were not tried. 
“ T h e Spanish commander, con­ 
vinced that further resistance 
was 
hopeless, hoisted a white flag at 
10 *.30, and the order to cease firing 
was 
immediately 
issued 
in 
the 
center of fight, but in the outskirts 
street fighting continued for some 
time afterward between the rebels 
and Spaniards. 
“ T h e only fear felt in the city is 
in regard to the conduct of the in­ 
surgents. 
A s I write this in the 
house of 
the 
German 
consul, 
a 
brisk fusilade is going on between 
the combatants and musketry fire 
is rattling all around.”

CUBANS MUST SUBMIT. 


United States Will Enforce the Con­ 
ditions of the Armistice. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
Aug. 
17.—The 
war department l\te yesterday aft­ 
ernoon posted the following reply 
‘ to an inquiry from Maj. Gen. L aw ­ 
ton, commanding the department 
of Santiago, for instructions as to 
the policy to b e ob served toward 
the Cub ans that are 
within his 
military department : 
“ Commanding General, Depart­ 
ment of Santiago, 
Santiago de 
Cub a : 
“ Replying to your message for 
instructions, the president directs 
that you b e informed that 
the 
United States is responsib le for 
peace and must maintain order in 
the 
territory 
surrendered, 
and 
in 
your 
department, 
and 
must 
protect 
all 
persons 
and 
their property within said jurisdic­ 
tion. 
Interference from any quar­ 
ter will not b e permitted. 
The 
Cub an insurgents should b e treated 
justly and lib erally, b ut they, with 
all others, must recognize the mili­ 
tary occupation of and authority of 
the United States, and the cessa­ 
tion of hostilities proclaimed b y 
this government. 
Vou should see 
the insurgent leaders and so advise 
them. 
“ By order of the secretary of 
war. 
(Signed) 
“ H. C. C or b in , 
“ Adjutant General.” 
The war department did not 
make pub lic the dispatch from 
Gen. Lawton relative to the C u­ 
b ans in Santiago, b ut the order 
which Gen. Corb in sent to Gen. 
Lawton indicates something of its 
nature. 
Gen. Lawton reports that 
the Cub ans are encamped ab out the 
city and do not seem disposed to 
accept the conditions imposed b }’ 
the armistice, and some troub les 
have occurred. 
Secretary Alger, in speaking of 
the matter, said that it might as 
well b e fully understood that the 
United States would control the 
surrendered territory, and that it 
would manage the affairs of that 
territory. 
Those

remained 
within the jurisdiction would have

MOIiË YELLOW FEVEK. 


Cases at Key West ami Two of the 
Transports Infected. 


W a s h i n g t o n , 
Aug. 
17.— Sur­ 
geon General Sternb erg 
has re­ 
ceived the following dispatch from 
Key West 
regarding the yellow 
fever there : 


“ K e v W e s t , Fla., Aug. 16.— 
Surgeon General U. S. A ., W ash­ 
ington : 
Three 
cases of yellow 
fever and three suspected cases of­ 
ficial reported at marine b arracks 
here. 
Have fifty men at this hos­ 
pital, mostly from the Fifth corps, 
ready for duty and thirty-one con­ 
valescents ab le to travel. 


“ B o r d e n , Surgeon.” 
Similar information to that re­ 
ceived b y Gen. Sternb erg came to 
Surgeon General W ym an, of the 
marine hospital service. 
The lat­ 
ter at once instituted steps for the 
purpose of ob taining data showing 
the origin of the disease and to 
prevent its spread to other places. 
A representative of the marine 
hospital service 
has b een sent to 
Key West to confer with a naval 
officer and with the state officials 
and all necessary measures to re­ 
strict the fever to its present limits 
will b e taken. Dr. W ym an is hope­ 
ful in view of the isolated position 
of Key West that this can b e suc­ 
cessfully accomplished. 
According to reports received at 
the marine hospital service, two of 
the six vessels which have arrived 
at Jvlontauk Point, L. I., with 
troops from Shafter’s army, were 
infected. 
One of these the Grand 
Duchess, 
whose arrival has just 
b een reported to the b ureau, liad 
four cases of yellow fever and a 
numb er of “ suspects." 


REDMOND LOCATED. 


Senator Limlsay Favors the Ileteiition 
of tlie Philippines. 
One of Torrey’s I’ougii Eiders Is 
Kadi y Wanted for Murder. 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C., Aug. 17. 
— Senator Lindsay, of Kentucky, 
comes out squarely in favor of the 
rention of the Philippines. Speak­ 
ing on the sub ject, he said : 
“ American sentiment regarding 
the retention of what we have won 
b y our arms is growing as time 
progresses. 
It is prob ab le 
that 
when the first of Octob er is reached 
and the Spanisli-xVmerican com­ 
missioners meet in Paris, the ad­ 
ministration will have b een con­ 
vinced that to keep the Philippines 
will b e a popular solution of the 
territorial expansion question, and 
our commissioners will b e instruct­ 
ed to demand their surrender. 
“ It is useless to disguise the dif­ 
ficulties b efore us. It is a new thing 
for this government to rule countries 
whose people are incapab le of self- 
government. 
W e have a commis­ 
sion now on the way to determine 
how the Hawaiians are to b e gov­ 
erned, and, after military commis­ 
sions finish their work looking to­ 
ward the evacuation of Cub a and 
l^orto Rico, civilian commissions 
will prob ab ly b e appointed to pro­ 
vide the means for the governm pit 
of Porto Rico and the pacification 
of Cub a. 
W e shall, no doub t, suc­ 
ceed in the end, b ut we shall b e 
fortunate if we escape scandals of 
like character with those we had 
during the reconstruction of the 
southern states. 
“ It is prob ab le that some years 
will elapse b efore we can recall our 
troops from Porto Rico and Cub a, 
and a permanent army of occupa­ 
tion for the Philippines, consisting 
of 30,000 or 40,000 men, may b e 
recognized as one of the necessary 
consequences of the war. 
A great 
navy and a large standing army, 
prob ab ly 100.000 men we may ex­ 
pect to maintain. 
“ The days of our isolation are 
over. 
W e are now to have a for­ 
eign as well as a domestic policy. 
W hether we shall keep clear of 
foreign complications and “ entang­ 
ling alliances” depends upon our

would turn up some day. 
The war came on, and the m at­ 
ter was seemingly allowed to drop 
b y everyb ody, and it was the gen­ 
eral opinion that Redmond would 
never b e found. 
It was b elieved 
that he was ^ead. 
But the chief 
still “ had his lines out.” and at last 
ran across a definite clue, the first 
that he had succeeded 
in 
ob ­ 
taining. 
It was traced up, and 
at last it b ecame known, b ut a 
few days ago, that Redmond had 
enlisted at Rock Springs, Wyo., 
with the Second United States vol­ 
unteer cavalry, under the command 
of Colonel Torrey. 
Chief Hayes has b een trying ever 
since to locate the various troops of 
the regiment and procure the ar­ 
rest of Redmon.
